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LEGISLATURE 
TO CONVENE 
JANUARY 7th 


Special Session Called 


By Governor Warren. 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Gov- 
ernor Earl Warren announced 
on Tuesday, toward the end of 
the “Housing Clinic’ session 
sponsored by the State Recon- 
struction and Reemployment Com- 
mission, that he will call the legis- 
lature into special session Monday, 
January 7th, and one of the prin- 
cipal items on the agenda will be 
California’s housing problem “in all 
of its phrases.” 

Representatives of Labor, Army, 
Navy, Office of War Mobilization 
and Reeonversion, Surplus Property 
Administration, Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Cerporation, and the Federal 
Public Housing Authority were 
represented at the discussion of the 
housing crisis. Secretary Haggerty 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor submitted a lengthy state- 
ment in which he urged that the 
Wagner-Elender-Taft Bill now 
pending in Congress be supported 
unanimously, in view of the bi-par- 
tisan sponsorship of the measure, 
its purpose to stimulate the con- 
struction of 1,250,000 dwelling units 
a year for the first ten years, as 
well as the other indispensable fea- 
tures it contains for the solution of 
this aeute problem. 

The Secretary of the Federation 
emphasized that the housing short- 
age preblem must be tackled in all 
of its phases, both permanent and 
temporary, and reaffirmed the pre- 
vious pesition taken by the Fed- 
eration te do everything possible to 
convert temporary housing accom- 
modatiens to permanent dwellings 
in order to ameliorate the present 
shortage, The statement, which was 
some six pages in length, formu- 
lated the position of the A. F. of L., 
which has taken an active and 
prominent role in meeting the hous-. 
ing crists. 

It was pointed out at the confer- 
ence that in regard to material held 
at Tule Lake and various camps, it 
cannot be ascertained who has the 
authority to declare this material 
surplus, or who owns it. 

In addition to the housing prob- 
lem, the Governor will undoubtedly 
include a number of subjects which 
the Federation has urged him to in- 
corporate in the agenda of this 
special session.

PLUMBERS PLAN T0 
END DISPUTES 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Approval 
of a plan to end jurisdictional dis- 
}putes within its own organization 
was announced by the executive 
board of the United Association of 
Plumbers and Steamfitters of the 
United States and Canada. 


President Martin Durkin disclosed 
that the proposal, which is designed 
to eliminate jurisdictional rows be- 
tween steamfitters and plumbers, 
will be submitted for final adoption 
to the next convention of the United 
Association in September, 1946. 


Under the tentative agreement, 
members of the union would be per- 
mitted without bar or restriction to 
perform all work covered by the 
union’s jurisdiction, thus wiping out 
previous lines of demarcation be- 
tween plumbers, steamfitters and 
other pipefitters affiliated with the 
United Association. 


It is further proposed to change 
the name of the union to the “Uni- 
ted Association of Journeymen and 
Apprentices of ‘the Plumbing and 
Pipe Fitting Industry of the United 
States and Canada.” 


“We regard this plan as an op- 
portunity to strengthen and har- 
monize our union and wipe out the 
root cause of unnecessary jurisdic- 
tional disputes,” Mr. Durkin said. 
“I am confident that it will be 
overwhelmingly approved at our 
next convention.”

Significant Pacts Reached 
At Labor-Industry Parley 


Oakland, California, Friday, December 14, 1945 


Meeting Not Complete Failure 
Pictured By Newspapers 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Labor-Management Confer- 
ence ended without accomplishing all it set out to do, but it did 
not result in complete failure, as many newspapers reported. 

Four significant agreements were entered into by the top rep- 
resentatives of labor and industry who took part in the month- 


long meeting. These were: 


1—Resort to voluntary arbi- 
tration to settle disputes involv- 
ing interpretation of provisions 


of collective bargaining con- 
tracts, and rejection of compulsory 
arbitration in any form. 

2—Sensible and cooperative pro- 
cedures to be followed by employers 
and unions in negotiating their first 
contract. 

3—Strengthening and improve- 
ment of the United States Concilia- 
tion Service so that this agency can 
be more widely utilized for peaceful 
settlement of disputes. 

4—Establishment of a standing 
committee, made up of the heads of 
the participating labor and industry 
groups, which will meet informally 
from time to time in an effort to 
reach further friendly understand- 
ings in the public interest. 


However, the conference did fail 
to arrive at any declaration which 
could be used as a guide for the 
determination of the wage issue 
which is threatening to disrupt 
many reconversion industries. 


There was never much hope that 
the conference could resolve this 
thorny issue. But labor believed it 
would be possible for the conference 
to draft an acceptable definition of 
collective bargaining methods by 
which wage problems and other im- 
portant issues could be _ settled 
around the table by employers and 
unions in each plant or industry. 
However, the industry delegates re- 
jeotea the reasonab!> recommenda- 
tions of labor on this vital point. 


“The unwillingness of a minority 
of employers to go along with more 
progressive industrial leaders hurt 
the conference,” President Charles 
J. McGowan of the International 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers and 
an AF'L delegate, commented at the 
close of the proceedings. 

Similar irreconcilable views pre- 
vented the conference from coming 
to agreement on methods for elim- 
inating jurisdictional strikes, An- 
other impasse was reached with re- 
gard to a clarification of “manage- 
ment’s right to manage.” 

Spokesmen for both groups ex- 
pressed the hope that future meet- 
ings may make it possible to resolve 
these differences and to promote 
better understanding and coopera- 
tion. 

In discussing the results of the 
conference on the AFL’s “Labor- 
USA” radio program, Mr. McGowan 
deplored the lack of unity among 
the various groups of organized la- 
bor represented at the conference. | 
He offered this advice: 

“In the critical times ahead it is 
imperative that labor close its ranks 
and unite in the interests of the na- 
tion's workers. 

“It is also of the utmost impor- | 
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tance that every labor union in 
America exercise patience, restraint 


and discipline. Unions can serve 
their members best by avoiding 
dangerous extremes and by living 
up to the spirit and the letter of 
their contracts with management. 


“Every member of organized la- 
bor must scrupulously respect con- 
tracts if we expect management to 
do likewise.” 


In a closing address to the con- 
ference, President Daniel J. Tobin 
of the International Brotherhood of 


Teamsters, warned management 
against advocating legislation in- | 
voking penalties against unions. 

“The more you endeavor to 


crucify labor through legislation or 


otherwise,” he declared, “the more | 


you remove the possibility of peace- 
ful labor relations. Labor cannot 
and never will submit to such de- 
mands either by capital or by labor- 
hating political office holders.”

AFL President Wil- 
liam Green, President R. J. Thomas 
of the United Auto Workers (CIO), 
Executive Secretary A. E. Lyon of 
the Railway Labor Executives’ As- 
sociation, and Martin of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen, were 
the speakers. Representative Adolph 
J, Sabath (D., Ill.) presided.

Another warning came from AFL 
Secretary-Treasurer George Meahy, 
who said at Harrisburg, Pa., that 
there are “definite signs here at 
home that labor will have to fight 
for its existence once more. The 
forces of reaction are on the march 
again. 

“No company sluggers this time,” 
Meany said. “No sawed-off shotguns 
or teargas. No, this time the means 
used is going to be more subtle. In 
the interest of industrial peace, we 
must have just a little bit of com- 
pulsory legislation for labor. Just 
a little compulsory arbitration at 
first. Then a little compulsory work 
legislation. Then maybe we will 
have a revival of government by 
injunction. Then perhaps a little bit 
of the old conspiracy doctrine, un- 
der which any worker who suggests 
to another worker that they both 
cease work would be liable for 
monetary damages and perhaps a 
jail sentence on a criminal charge.

Housing Disaster 
Hits Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES.— “Los Angeles 
now faces a housing disaster as ex- 
tensive as though an earthquake 
had destroyed 135,000 homes. Re- 
turning veterans are desperate, 
thousands of families are living in 
primitive makeshift shacks with- 
out sanitary facilities, threatening 
the community with epidemics,” 


This warning came from the Los 
Angeles Citizens’ Housing Council, 
including AFL, CIO, civic and re- 
ligious organizations, in a demand 
for action to relieve the emergency. 
“The situation is further compli- 
cated,” the council said, “by the 
threatened eviction of 23,000 fami- 
lies in a strike against the OPA by 
the Apartment House Owners’ As- 
sociation.” 


A community conference was 
scheduled to work out an action 
program November 30th which 
would be presented for approval to 
a mass meeting the following day in 
Olympic Auditorium. 

Demands of the housing council 
include: (1) that the mayor declare 
a state of emergency and obtain 
state and federal funds to carry 
through an emergency housing pro- 
gram, (2) that OPA rent ceiling 
controls be continued, (3) that de- 
mountable housing and war trailers 
be brought in from other communi- 
ties and army barracks be con- 
verted to family units, (4) that no 
temporary war housing be disposed 
of until the end of the housing 
crisis, (5) that Congress pass the 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill and that 
President Truman immediately re- 
establish WPB Order L-41, which 
would channe! materials to the con- 
struction of lower and medium 
priced homes.

APPEALS PROCEDURE 

Whenever a question arises as to 
whether or not a worker is entitled 
'to receive unemployment insurance, 
the act requires that a representa- 
tive of the department make a de- 
; termination of eligibility and notify 
the worker of the decision. If an 
employer is involved in the elig- 
| ibility question, he too is notified of 
the decision. 

Regardless of whether the de- 
cision is that unemployment insur- 
ance is payable or is not payable, 
the worker is notified on Form DE 
1080 “Notice of Determination of 
Eligibility,” giving the following in- 
formation: 

(a) Grounds upon which the de- 
termination is based. 

(b) Reason that insurance is or 
is not payable. 

(c) Beginning and ending dates 
of disqualification (if disqualified). 

If the worker is disqualified and 
is not satisfied that the determina- 
tion is just and reasonable, within 
seven days after receipt of the no- 
tice he may file an appeal to a 
referee. Forms for such appeals are 
supplied by the department and the 
local office representative is in- 
structed to assist the worker in 
preparing and filing such appeal. 
Unless an appeal is filed within the 
seven-day period, the determination 
becomes final. 

All interested parties to an appeal 
are notified of the hearing before a 
referee and are afforded an oppor- 
tunity to present evidence to the 
referee. 

After hearing before the referee, 
interested parties to the appeal will 
receive copy of the decision of the

On November 6, 1945, Senator 
Sheridan Downey of California in- 
troduced an amendment to Public 
Law 784 known as §S. 1561 which 
will provide 
for the em- 
ployes of the 
private con- 
tractors who 
were captured 
and made pris- 
oners by the 
Japs in Decem- 
ber, 1941. This 
bill provides that all the civilian 
employes will receive their full pay 
from the date of their internment 
until their return home in these 
United States. Prior to the intro- 
duction of this amendment there 
were other bills introduced and 
passed by Congress but did not 
cover the dates from January 1, 
1942, to December 31, 1943. There 
should have been no question as to 
the passage of this bill; other bills 
providing payment for the construc- 
tion workers had been passed by 
Congress but they did not include 
the full time pay for the dates men- 
tioned. We have two members of 
our local union—Brother Claire Tel- 
lier and William Riendeau who 
would be covered by this act, as 
well as many other civilian work- 
ers, members of other Construction 
Unions,

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TRUMAN'S WHIP HURT 


The sting from good old Harry S. Truman's bullwhip hurt 
labor twice as much because it came from the White House~a 


zone left unguarded for more than 12 years. 
Now, as the American labor movement rubs the red welt 


and 


moves into action it might not be a bad idea to begin thinking 
about an answer to those chuckling columnists of the kept press 
who are saying “labor will take it and continue to back Truman 
because it has no other place to go.” 

Unfortunately the kept columnists are correct in a sense. 
There is no place to land at the moment—or probably before the 
1946 Congressional election drive. But the anti-labor trend of 
the Truman administration strongly hints that it is about time to 
begin thinking about 1948 and the presidential race. 

It would be utterly fantastic for organized labor to enter the 
year 1948 and be caught in a position of choosing between 
Harry Truman and Tom Dewey—or between smiling Harry 
and that young Republican, Harold Stassen, former governor of 


Minnesota. 


Independent political organization by labor is an important 
subject. It is true that most workers are not yet prepared for 


185. 


. but some serious thinking about it from all sides and par- 


ticularly from the rank and file in the local unions can do no 
harm. Should a period of contemplation and discussion of the 
possibilities of independent political action—a third party— 
develop into something really concrete on a national scale, it 
might hold the balance of power in 1948. 

The time to begin considering it, however, is not in 1947 or 
1946—but immediately. The ground work must be done first. 
There should be wide agreement that independent political 
action is the best possible way to get the job done .. . to educate 
the people not only in the unions, but on the streets and avenues, 
in the homes and shops. It calls for a really gigantic program. 

Certainly the American labor movement is particularly well 
blessed to take the leading part in such a program. No other 
section of the population is so well equipped to carry on the 
drive ... no other has the manpower and leadership; the organ- 
izational know how necessary to carry it out. 

Demands from the field for real action and a hard-hitting, 


progressive program now could bring results . . . force out a call 


to get going on it soon. United in purpose, with pooled re- 
sources and effort, the job can be done by labor. 

But first there should be serious discussion and a real agree- 
ment that this is the way labor wants to fight. Perhaps this is 
the road to labor unity in a period of reaction. Maybe this cam- 
paign to straitjacket labor will do what labor itself has been 


unable to do alone. 


There are encouraging signs in the situation. The labor move- 
ment is united in opposing the Truman proposals to Congress. 
In one voice, labor is sayiny “‘no’’ to the President . . . and join- 
ing hands in flatly telling Congress that it sees the Truman 
program as the first step in a series of moves that were advo- 
cated by the National Association of Manufacturers, by Pub- 
lisher Frank Gannett, by Willie Hearst and all of the rest of the 
untiring enemies of American workers. 

On the other hand, however, it is possible that the Truman 
message itself is not enough. Perhaps it will take passage of 
some real anti-labor legislation by the House to get the labor 


movement awakened to the fact that the chips are down now.

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Norton (D., N. J.) as sponsor, the legislation setting up labor 
fact-finding boards and a compulsory 30-day cooling-off period 
before strikes can be called, was introduced in the House De- 
cember 5th. The bill was requested by President Harry S, Tru-

man as a means of promoting 
“industrial peace.” 


The measure was drafted by 
Rep. Robert Ramspeck (D., 


Ga.), acting chairman of Mrs. 
Norton’s labor committee, and was 
numbered H.R. 4908. 

Under the bill’s provisions, the 
Secretary of Labor is empowered to 
certify labor disputes to the Presi- 
dent when he finds governmental 
mediation and conciliation services 
have been unable to bring about 
voluntary arbitration, or when a 
strike has been called “seriously af- 
fecting the national public interest 
and affecting interstate or foreign 
commerce,” or when such a stop- 
page threatens to result from a dis- 
pute. 


This certification would be pub- 
lished in the official Federal Reg- 
ister, naming the employer and 
group or groups of employes in- 
volved, together with the name of 
their representative or representa- 
tives. Should there be a dispute 
about the representation of the em- 
ployes, the bill permits the secre- 
tary to ask the NLRB to certify to 
him the name of the proper bar- 
gaining agent under the NLRB’s 
customary procedure. 


Within a period of five days after 
certification, the President is em- 
powered to “appoint a board to in- 
vestigate such labor dispute and to 
make a report containing its find- 
ings of fact and recommendations 
with respect to such dispute.” 

Each board would be composed 
of three or more persons, provide a 
full and fair hearing, and submit 
its report within 20 days after its 
appointment. The time may be ex- 
tended by agreement of the parties 
and with the consent of the Presi- 
dent. 

All of the powers of the NLRB 
relative to the right to subpoena 
records and witnesses are given to 
the fact-finding boards under the 
bill. This includes the records of 
the employer as well as of the 
union. 


Boards are authorized to adopt 
“such rules and regulations” as 
they deem needed to govern their 
procedures and functions. Members 
are to be paid at a rate of not over 
$100 per day, plus travel expenses, 
and funds will be paid by the Sec- 
retary of Labor. The secretary also 
will provide stenographic, clerical 
and other assistance. All of the 
records of a board will be trans- 
ferred to the Secretary of Labor 
after its report. 

The bill provides that for five 
days after the dispute has been 
certified, and, if a fact-finding 


board is named by the President, 
during the additional 25 days while 
it is holding hearings and making 
up its report, “it shall be unlawful 
for any person to coerce, instigate, 
induce, conspire with, or encourage 
any person to interfere with or 
prevent such work or operations by 
lockout, strike, or otherwise, or to 
aid any such lockout or strike or 
other means of interfering with or 
preventing such work or operations 
by giving direction or guidance, or 
by providing funds for the conduct 
or direction thereof or for the pay- 
ment of strike or other benefits to 
those participating therein.” 

It also provides that during this 
30-day cooling-off period the “par- 
ties to such dispute shall continue 
or resume work and operations 
under the terms and conditions of 
employment which were in effect 
immediately prior to the beginning 
of such dispute, except that such 
terms and conditions may be 
changed by agreement between the 
parties.” 

As an “out” to make the bill con- 
stitutional, it provides that “noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to 
require an individual employe to 
render labor or service without his 
consent, nor shall anything in this 
act be construed to make the quit- 
ting of his labor or service by an 
individual employe an illegal act; 
nor shall any court issue any pro- 
cess to compel the performance by 
an individual employe of such labor 
or service without his consent.” 


ASK FOR THE UNION LABEL 


WAGE CONTROLS KEPT 
ON BUILDING TRADES 


WASHINGTON.—By order of the 
National War Labor Board Decem- 
ber Sth, wage scales. in the building 
and construction industry will re- 
main under control of the WLB’s 
wage adjustment board beyond the 
original deadline of December 81st. 

The WLB announcement said the 
order was made “to avoid a chaotic 
wage situation” in the building 
trade, and with the unanimous ap- 
proval of the public, industry and 
labor members of the wage adjust- 
ment board. 


Other industries may make 


changes in wage scales either vol- 
untarily or through the processes 


of negotiation without obtaining ap- 
proval of any federal agency.

AGE,” SAYS HENRY WALLACE 


NEW YORK.—Secretary of Com- 
merce Henry A. Wallace, December 
4th, held forth the possibility of a 
“golden age of abundance” within 
10 years through worldwide use of 
the constructive side of atomic 
energy. 

Speaking at a Madison Square 
Garden rally held by the Indepen- 
dent Citizens’ Committee of the 
Arts Sciences and Professions, Wual- 
lace was joined by Dr. Harold O. 
Urey, leading atom scientist, Dr. 
Julian Huxley, world - renowned 
British biologist, Senator Charles 
W. Tobey (R., N. H.), Justin Grey, 
veteran of the Third Rangers’ Di- 
vision, Col. Evans Carlson, Danny 
Kaye, Helen Keller and others in 
demanding internationalization of 
the atomic bomb. Use of the atomic’ 
weapon by the United States and 
Great Britain to split Big Three 
unity and dictate policy to other 
nations was sharply condemned in 
a resolution, adopted by the rally 
of 20,000 people.

Only secret attached to the 
atomic bomb is a certain industrial 
“know-how” and experience pos- 
sessed by the United States, Wal- 
lace said, adding fervently: “Thank 
God the key to the atom is owned 
by all the people and not by those 
creatures of special privileges who 
would hide behind a military or in- 
dustrial cloak to use this new de- 
vice to bring the people of the 
world into subjection to atomic im- 
perialism.” 


Wallace pointed out that “no or- 
ganization, however powerful, will 
ever prevent war if the causes of 
war are not removed. Therefore I 
say that atomic energy construc- 
tively applied to raising “the stan- 
dard of living of all people will do 
indefinitely more to eliminate war 
than any type of control over 
atomic bombs. 


Railroads Weep a 
Publicly Over 
Wage Demands 


CHICAGO. — Winding up four 
years of phenomenally profitable 
war operations, in which they could 
carry freight or passengers or any- 
thing that had wheels, the nation’s 
major railroads protested vigor- 
ously here against union requests 
for wage increases and changes in 
rules. 


Railroad management, which 
hasn’t been riding the rods itself 
since pre-war defense business 
boomed, charged the operating 
brotherhoods with wanting more 
“feathered” rules and _ estimated 
their wage demands would total $2 
billion. 

Chairmen of the Western, East- 
ern and Southern Carrier Confer- 
ences, who are meeting with repre- 


sentatives of 20 rail unions, also 
mentioned the unions’ demands 
would “wipe out the benefits of 


billions of dollars which have been 
invested in the railroad plant in 
the last two decades.” 

The unions are asking a 25 per 
cent wage increase, five per cent 
less than the boost sought gen- 
erally by U. S. workers. 


MICHIGAN FEDERATION — 
ASKS $40 WEEK FOR 
VETRERAN'S BENEFIT 


DETROIT.—The Michigan Fed- 
eration of Labor in 56th annual con- 
vention in Detroit urged $40 a 
week unemployment compensation 
to veterans, payable regardless of 
veteran participation in strikes. 
Veterans in the General Motors 
strike are now being denied bene- 
fits. 

The federation demanded speedy 
completion of the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, though coal miners and rail- 
road workers objected. The 57th 
convention is to open in Grand 
Rapids next July 22nd.

SAN DIEGO. — Organized labor 
here is snickering at the chamber 
of commerce, which is engaged in a 
“jurisdictional” dispute more bitter 
than anything ever seen in union 
ranks, 

Only two weeks after unanimous- 
ly reappointing Col. 'T. C. Macaulay 
as secretary-manager in a _ bland 
show of unity, the chamber’s board 
of directors could no longer contain 
itself. .By a vote of 25 to 9, the 
board decided to fire Macaulay, 
thus bringing into the open a be- 
hind-the-scenes fight over post-war 
planning policy that has raged ever 
since the secretary-manager, a pio- 
neer aviator, returned to his job 
after three years’ duty in the army 
air forces. 

But the ouster didn’t set well with 
the minority group of directors. In- 
stead of behaving in the dignified 
manner of chamber of commerce 
directors, they loudly demanded 
that the entire membership be 
polled in a referendum election. 


At first an open membership 
meeting was set. Then it was de- 
cided too much dirty linen would be 
publicly laundered at such a ses- 
sion. So a mail ballot was substi- 
tuted and the votes have to be re- 
turned December 5th. If the mem- 
bership overrides the majority of 
the board of directors, that group is 
expected to resign in chagrin.
